that wder experience in the Pennsyl- 
vania courts would eientuallv result 
in a "fairly .uniform set of decisions, 
laws and schedules o-f what is right

the Chihli troops will break through 
and reach the south Manchuria rail- 
way zone but it is stated authorita- 
tively that if that should occur Japan 
will act resolutely to protect the rail- 
way and Japan's interests in the rail- 
way zone. It is believed, here, how- 
ever, that both sides in the fighting 
will scrupulously avoid any collision 
with Japan.
